The Mercer and Henry Resolutions. 

We publish this morning the resolutions re- 
cently passed at meetings of the Democracy in 
Mercer ami Henry counties. Mercer county, the 
residence of liou. lleriah Magoffin, commends 
that gentleman to the convention which is to nom- 
inate a candidate for Governor on the 8th of Jan- 
uary next. Magoffin is a sterling Democrat, a 
clever gentleman, aud worthy, iu every respect, 
of the recommendation. He ran as Hou. Beverly 
Clark’s Lieutenant in 1856, and in that race en- 
deared himself to hosts of friends throughout the 
State. 4 

Henry county made no suggestion to the con- 
vention. The Democracy there are known to be 
in favor oi Hon. W m. Preston, and as he seems to 
need no help iu the great popular heart of the 
State, uo indorsement was thought necessary bv 
his friends. It is more than 'probable, however, 
that Preston will not go before the convention, 
though invited hither by the popular will, so far 
as we have been able to ascertain it. He will 
most likely accept the Spanish mission, and leave 
the Gubernatorial race to other aspirants. His 
friends who want him to be Governor will not ob- 
ject to this, from the fact that he can serve his 
party at Madrid as well as at Frankfort. If a 
lucky turn of Fortune's wheel should give us Cuba 
through his agency, he will have done enough to 
reward the President for making his a national 
instead of a State appointment, and enough to 
make the Democracy proud of such a champion.

\\ e had the pleasure of a visit, yesterday, from 
Col. Geo. T. Wood, of Hart county. The colonel 
is looking remarkably well, and feeling very much 
iuclined to stump the State for the office of Gov- 
ernor in the coming Gubernatorial canvass. His 
eloquent voice would summon a host of voters 
wherever heard, and his untiring energy would 
make that voice heard wherever needed. The 
colonel was an old line Whig, but his Democracy 
is so pure, that no one would take him for any- 
thing short of an old line Democrat ot the ortho- 
dox school. In a portion of the Green river coun- 
try he has the power of a Hercules over the pop- 
ular mind, and only needs to appear before the 
people elsewhere to become potent everywhere.

ED - — It was expected, as promised in the bills, 
that “ Sybil,” or more properly “ Beauchamp, or 
the Kentucky Tragedy," would have been played 
1 ist night iu the Louisville Theater, with Miss 
Avonia Jones as the heroine. A large audience 
was present, and Miss Jones appeared before the 
curtain and announced that, from circumstances 
beyond her control, the play of “Sybil" was post- 
poned. And so the “ Bride of I.ammermoor” was 
sabstituted. 

It is well understood that this tragedy is found- 
ed on the assassination of Col. Solomon P. Sharpe 
by JJ- 0. Beauchamp, in Frankfort, Ky., in 1*25. 
According to tradition, l and stich is public senti- 
ment to this day, » Sharpe was killed because he 
grossly wronged Beauchamp's wife. But we 
presume the public are not particularly interest- 
ed in the details of that bloody deed. We think, 
however, it is a matter of inquiry why the manager 
of the Louisville Theater suppressed the play, 
when it was evident he lost hundreds of dollars 
by so doing. 

Hypocritical persous contend that this tragedy 
'bould not be played in Kentucky. We think dif- 
ferently. Tradition says that Sharpe played the 
villain, and that Beauchamp, the avenger of his 

wife's wrong, chose his own mode of revenge. 

The public have little interest in it further than 
it furnishes dramatic incident. As such it is the 
common property of the dramatist. 

It Co!. Sharpe was not guilty, we don't see why 
his posterity should manifest such apprehension 
as they have, in different ways, respecting this 
5 -lav, and articles preceding it. Trrdition mav be 
-lauderous in the length of time that has passed, 
but certainly it is a matter of inquiry whv the 
management of the Louisville Theater suppressed 
the play of Sybil.

— Mr. Jesse Barlow, living on 
the farm of Mrs. Champ, about four miles below 
Paris, on tbe Maysville pike, committed suicide 
last Sunday morniDg by blowing his brains out 
with a pistol. He went out into the corn crib, it 
is supposed, laid down on a couple of bundles of 
oats, and deliberately committed the deed, as he 
was so found a few seconds after the report was 
heard. His reason for committing this rash act 
can only be conjectured. No detinite cause has 
yet been given.

THE GREEN RIVER FAIR.

Editors Loui*, ille CourLr : — This usually quiet 
citj during tbe last week presented a scene of in 
terest unparalleled to lovers of gaitv, fetes, cotil- 
lon parties and concerts, followed in rapid sucees 
sion, it beiug the titue tor tbe Green River Fair, 
the exhibition of which was eminentlv worthv of 
'.he interest displayed in its proceeding by n large 
crowd from all pan* of £> 1 * 1 *. It btgiA ou lit* 
2, th and continued four days, presenting an exhi 
bition without precedent, superior to any of it* 
former displays, more especially tbe two laat days, 
r.yerv avenue to tbe city was denanlY thronged 
with .immense masses of human beings and vehi- 
cles of every description, wending their way too 
and fro from the fair grounds raising huge 
volumes of dust, which in heavy clouds enveloped 
and concealed every surrounding object, compell 
ing us completely, if we could, to swallow the 
pulverised earth and sand. 

The first day was devoted to tbe ladies, and 
presented a scene worthy of admiration. Con, 
petition was decidedly at its height The fancy 
works of all grades and descriptions, enhanced by 
the delicate taste apparent in all its beauteous 
and varied forms, was excellent, and tbe rich pro 
fusion of quilts, the varied hues of silk and worst- 
ed, the delicate and refined taste exhibited in tbe 
artistic skill of their entire arrangement, was sur- 
passingly beautiful, and bespoke much for the re 
fined taste and workmaDship'of the fair content 
ants. The premium on silkquilts was awarded 
to Mrs. J. B. Thomas, of Barren, over a large sum 
ber of contestants. It was the most beautiful 
specimen of the kind that it has ever been our 
happy fortune to look upon. The artistic skill 
displayed in its arrangements was admirable. — 
Its delicate and extremely nice work, and its beau 
tiful embroidery all displayed n skill in arrange 
ment and a beauty of conception that did honor 
to the fair hands who perfermed iu labor, and 
planned and perfected it. 

The second day was exhibited tbe cattle and 
produce, and spoke favorably ior the energy and 
go-aheaditiveness of onr farmers. 

The third and fourth were unmistakablv by far 
the most interesting, as was plainly demonstrated 
by the high excitement which pervaded the dense 
throng. 

All the rings were superbly excellent; the dis- 
harness stallions was surperlatively 
splendid, and the number of contestants so nu- 
merou and so nearly allied to perfection, that 
the greatest difficulty was apprehended in award 
ing the premiums. Never before did old Eanea 
witness such a splendid displav of harness stock. 

The very flower of Kentucky’s noble stallions 
seemed concentrated in every ring. 

Tbe fourth and last day was one eminently beau- 
tiful to behold. Not a doud dotted the horixon, 
and the sun showered his radiant golden beams on 
a spacious amphitheater filled to overflowing bv a 
large crowd, estimated at about 3.000. The amphi- 
theater was brilliant with tbe beauty and chivalrv of 
Kentucky. _ The scene in the arena was a thrilling 
and exciting one — the whizzing of wheela, the 
tramping of steeds, and the cheers of the excited 
multitude, as they landed a favorite animal, tended 
to arouse excitement to its highest pitch. With 
arched necks and hoofs spurning the sod as they 
proudly snuffed the breeze, came forth the race 
chargers. Among the number was glorious Gray 
Eagle, whose deet foot has never been surpassed, 
and the noble, fiery charger Red Oak, who haa 
never essayed a heat but to win— probably tn 
umphing over the most noted coursers of the 
”turf’ of the day ; and numerous others renowned 
m the sporting anuals. 

The display of blooded stock was superb, and 
, exceeded, without comparison, by far aiiv former 
exhibition. 

The finale of the proceedings was announced by 
offering a premium to the best horseman of a $3>j 
silver basket. This was a scene emiuently inter 
esting to all. 

Many were the fair youths and brave men that 
entered the lists of competition ; many prondlv 
and gracefully spurred their splendidly capari- 
soned steeds around the arena, confident of a tri- 
umph. 

And we noticed with feelings of pnde aud pleas 
ure, among the competitors, our accomplished 
friends aud graceful riders, Wm. R. Bates and 
Smith Taylor, Esq., who, though not awarded the 
premium, did justice to themselves and henor to 
the occasion.

The River was at a stand yesterday, with 
about 84 inches water in the canal. The weather 
was warm before davligbt, yesterday, with a 
heavy rain, but it cleared oil quite cool, with a 
prosp ect of frost last night. 

By our dispatches from Pittsburgh, at noon yes- 
terday. we learn that the river was falling, with 
but 3 feet water in tLe channel. Another rise, 
however, from that quarter may be expected. 

The river was slowly falling at Cincinnati, ves- 
terday, and business iu that quarter was dull. — 
The late rise was from the Allegheny, that stream 
having risen over two feet, and at Wheeling the 
river had risen over three feet. 

The rise was a great help to Pittsburgh, as it 
stopped the tiatboats, and will set the propeller 
lieet m motion. 

The following, in reference to the Western riv- 
ers and a steamboat accident, we copy from our 
St. Louis exchanges of yesterday. 

The upper MLs'ssippi has become so low that loaded 
boats have to lighten over the Lower Rapids, and are 
constantly getting aground between this and Keokuk 
The steamers Jacob Traber and Brazil, both heavily 
loaded with grain, potatoes, Ac., were detained many 
hours bjr low water. The Missouri continues to recede ; 
It quite low and full of snags Between this and Mem- 
phis the river is beet ming quite bad. The Illinois it in 
good stage, hut failing The officers of the Sam Gaty 
repvrt 6)4 feet water in the channel from Peoria to the 
incutb.

Most of ii is for 
shipment East Freights from above are inoreasing in 
size, as evid need by the heavy cargoes of the Jacob 
Traber and Brazil. _

probably he raised . She is owned by Capt. Pot Yore, 
M-ssrs. Wall and Widen, and Captains Roe and Cbeerer, 
all of whom are insured except Capt. Roe. 

The D A. January is a Cincinnati built boat. 

Death or Capt. Elliott, or the Xew Uncle 
Sam. — Y esterday, information was received by 
telegraph, that Capt. B. Elliott, of tbe Xew Uncle 
Sam. had died on the boat of yellow fever. The 
cleik, Mr. McMahan, telegraphed to the family of 
deceased at New Albany, that Capt. Elliott died 
of yellow fever on the boat near Memphis, yes- 
terday morning. The Uncle Sam was on her wav 
to Saint Louis from New Orleans, when her cap 
tain was stricken with the fatal epidemic. 

Capt. Elliott was a resident of Xew Albany, 
which bad been his home for twenty years, fle 
was u good citizen, and much esteemed by all who 
knew him, and has been a successful steamboat 
commander since 1^40, if not longer. In that 
veat he had tbe Green river packet, Gov. Breatli- 
ett. Since then, he built the first Empire, and run 
her several years with marked success. She 
sunk on the head of the falls, and wv« totally 
wrecked. He then built and commanded the fa- 
mous A. L. Shot well, and had charge of her when 
>he performed the remarkable feat of making 
ihe trip from Xew Orleans to Louisvillein four 
days and nine hours. He ran her successfully 
four years until she sunk just above Memphis. 

The remains of Capt. Elliott are expected at 
New Albany tc-day, by railroad from Cairo. He 
had taken charge of the Uncle Sam. after the 
death of her former commander and chief owner, 
Cant. Van Dusen He leaves a family, and numer 
ous relatives in Xew Orleans. 

The Falls Improvement - We have heretofore 
alluded to the improvement that falls pilot Pinck- 
ney V arble is now making on the falls by blasting 
otf or blowing out the left hand ledge or reef in t’ue 
pass. He hes expended over $200 on the work, and 
has succeeded in both deepening and widening 
the channel, which will enableeven “broad guage” 
pilots, when they are guessing at the channel and 
depth of water, to steer clear of the rocks. 

Mr. Yarble will also try to remove a portion of 
R aide's rock, in the turn, and it is to be hoped be 
will succeed, and we hope the government will re- 
imburse him for bis outlay. 

Capt. Je:-'e Vant-iekles, in conjunction with the 
falls pilots and others, two years ago succeeded 
•n blowing out the pass, and making it fifty feet 
wide, uad much deeper and safer than before. — 
For this service the government made an appro- 
priation of about #1,500 to Capt. Vansickles, by 
which he was well paid for his labor. 

The John Gaclt.— T his favorite packet was de- 
tained by the unusual low water and bad weather, 
and did not arrive yesterday as was expected. — 
This was a sore disappointment to a host of pas- 
sengers, who had beeu waiting for her two days. 
Manv of them went on the Tempest, and ethers 
by rail. 

The John Gault, in charge of the popular Bunco, 
the most energetic and accommodating captain in 
the trade, is advertised for Cairo and Memphis 
this evening. She i« the best and most sumptu- 
ous boat in the line, and passengers will fiud Capt. 
Reeder, the clerk, to he very attentive. 

JSy“The Mariner is the mail boat for Cincinnati 
at 11 o'clock to day. In the office will be found 
Mr. Dunning to attend to passengers.

Halifax, Oct. 7. — Among the passenger by 
the Canada is Mr. C. W. Bradley, bearer of dis- 
patches from China to the United States govern- 
ment.

The British trade report for the month shows a 
decrease of £500.000 compared with last year. 

The new telegraph cable between Holland and 
England has been successfully laid. 

Two thousand additional troops have been or 
dered to India. 

London, Saturday.— The Daily News' city arti- 
cle says the funds were stimulated yesterday by 
two considerable purchases for account, and con- 
sols closed at % higher than on Thursday. 

France. — Baron Gros has been made a Senator, 
France has appointed a vice consul to Mariposa, 
California. 

The French difficulty in Paris was in a way of 
settlement. 

Prince Glika had been killed in Paris by jump- 
ing from his carriage, bis horse having taken 
fright. 

It was said that the French army in Rome is to 
be augmented. 

The treaty with China had been celebrated in 
Paris bv solemn mass. 

Tbe French man-of-war in the Adriatic is to be 
withdrawn, the Montenegrin affairs no longer re- 
quiring its presence. 

Spain. — The Spanish army is to be increased 
in order to be prepared to put down political agi- 
tation in uny quarter. 

The Spanish expedition against the Rid' pirates 
is said to be postponed till next spring, but the 
government intends to act energetically against 
Mexico. The Russians are reported to have gain 
ed another victory over the Circassians. 

China.— Gen. Monavieff is said to have been 
appointed Russian Minister to Pekin. It is stated 
that Paris and Great Britain will send a military 
representative to Pekin. The Monit^ur says that 
the chastisement of the Mandarin by whose or- 
ders ’Father Capdelaine was beheaded, will be 
made public. 

Africa. — C ape Town dates to August 12th bad 
been received. Difficulties bad arisen between 
the British and Portuguese authorities, relative 
to the Mosambique channel. A small cutter from 
Natal, while trading on the east coast, had been 
seized by the Portuguese and the crew sent to 
Mosambique, and placed in charge of the British 
consul, who demanded, unsuccessfully, the boat 
and cargo. The consul had left for England to 
represent the case to the Foreign office. 

From Washington 

Washington, Sept. 7.— Hon. Win. B. Reed, our 
minister to Cbiua, s«ys, in official dispatches re- 
ceived to-day, that after he had signed the treaty, 
he made a provisional arrangement with the com- 
missioners for the adjustment of the claims 
of American citizens, arising out of the diffi- 
culties at Canton, by which portions of the 
duties received at Shanghai, FuliClioo. and Can- 
ton are to be appropriated to that end. He intend- 
ed to visit during the summer months, such parts 
of Japan as might be accessible, aud return to the 
United States by way of Bombay in November or 
December next. 

The recent treaties, the termination of hostili- 
ties, and the swarms of English and French ships 
iu the rivers, must place all foreign interests of a 
lawful kind, in perfect safety for the present. He 
would retern with the squadron about the last of 
October. 

Commodore Tatnall, in his dispatches to the 
secretarv of the Navy, dated July 5th, after say- 
ing tbe Fast India squadron would soon be shown 
to the Japanese, remarks that no better opportunity 
could be selected for a tempoprary absence from 
the coast. 

The Treasurer’s weekly statement exhibits a 
balance in the Treasury on the 30th September, 
of $10,171,000 ; receipts $578,500; reduction near- 
ly $698,000; drafts paid over $1.4 17,000; drafts 
issued $1,276,000.
